Gentlemen of the Court of Common Council : 

The continuous roll of time brings us again to the commence- 
ment of another municipal jear, and having been designated 
by the suffrages of our fellow-citizens to occupy the respective 
positions which auB here assigned us, and having in solemn 
form assumed the obligations required by our City Charter, we 
are ready to enter upon the discharge of the duties belonging 
thereto. 

Although I find no warrant in our City Charter for the intro- 
duction of this communication, yet the practice of my honored 
predecessors gives to it a sufficient sanction ; and it seems em- 
inently proper, that at the commencement of our official year, 
there should be laid before you a plain statement of our City 
affairs. In attempting to place before you such information, 
I am not unmindful of the fact, that many of you, from years 
of observation and municii^al experience, are familiar with the 
wants of our City. 

But you will permit me to submit such statements, sugges- 
tions and recommendations as seem to me calculated to promote 
the public good, 

FINANCES. 

The expenses of the City, for the last year, amount to the 
sum of One Hundred and Forty-three Thousand Nine Hundred 
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and Ninety-four Dollars and eleven cents, ($143,994.11,) as 
shown by the City Auditor's Eeport. 

The permanent indebtedness of the City is the same as was 
reported last year, amounting, in all, to One Hundred and 
Sixty Thousand Dollars, ($160,000.00,) of which One Hun- 
dred Thousand Dollars ($100,000.00) becomes due July 1st, 
1870 ; the payment of which is provided for by a Sinking 
Fund, amounting, at present, to the sum of Severity-four 
Thousand and Fifty-four Dollars and Ninety-six cents. — 
($74,054.96.) 

For the payment of the remaining Sixty Thousand Dollars, 
($60,000.00,) due July 1st, 1881, a separate Sinking Fund 
has been commenced, and an appropriation of Three Thousand 
Dollars (3.000.00) was voted at our last Annual Meeting, and 
that amount paid over to the Committee on the Sinking Fund. 

The same amount, it is to be hoped, will be annually paid 
to that Fund, until it will, without further additions, with the 
exception of interest, be sufficiently large to pay this debt at 
maturity. 

The aniount of Cash on hand at the commencement of last 
year was, Thirteen Thousand Two Hundred and Seventy-nine 
Dollars and sixty cents. ($13,279.60.) The amount in the 
hands of the Treasurer at the commencement of the present 
fiscal year, is Seven Thousand Six Hundred and Thirty-eight 
Dollars Fifty-six cents, ($7,638.56,) against which there are 
orders drawn, but not presented, amounting to Five Hundred 
and Fifty-five Dollars and Twenty-six cents, ($555.26.) 

The sum of Fifteen Thousand Dollars ($15,000.00) has 
been borrowed from the Yale National Bank, to meet current 
expenses. 

A more particular statement of ftie receipts and expendi- 
tures of the City will be found in the Eeports of the Treasu- 
r.er and Auditor recently submitted ; and as a clear compre- 
hension of our financial condition is necessary to intelligent 
legislation, I trust it will secure your careful attention, as it 
will surely receive the scrutiny of your constituents. 
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STREETS. 

Your attention is invited to the present condition of our 
public streets. The amount paid to that department for the 
year just closed, is largely increased over former years, and is 
nearly three times the cost of the entire street department only 
two years ago ; and yet serious complaints are made that many 
of our streets are wholly neglected. 

The Belgian pavement, which has been laid in some of our 
principal streets, has thus far given the highest satisfaction, 
and I have no doubt that the best interests of our City will be 
promoted by its gradual extension. 

But while the Belgian pavement is being laid in the heart of 
the City, our graveled and other roads should not be lost sight 
of, and the amount paid for the support of our streets should 
be justly distributed. Your attention is also invited to the 
importance of laying out and properly locating streets, liberal 
in width, through such tracts of land as are within our City 
limits, and now nearly free from obstruction. This^ if long 
neglected, can never be satisfactorily accomplished, and the 
beauty and attractiveness of our City will be permanently 
injured. 

An order was passed in the last Council for the pavement of 
Chapel street, from near Union to East street, through the 
whole length of which the Horse Railroad track is laid. 

This gives rise to a question involving the power of the City, 
the rights of adjoining proprietors, and the obligations of the 
Railroad Company. These rights and powers should be thor- 
oughly defined before the work of paving is commenced, or a 
costly litigation will be likely to follow. Nothing can be de- 
manded or reasonably expected of the Railroad Company, 
beyond the requirements of its charter ; yet from the valuable 
franchise this Company has acquired, it should be prompt in 
the fulfillment of what is plainly its duty, and liberal in the 
construction of whatever is in doubt. 

The present condition of the track in some of our streets is 
such, that it needs immediate attention, and it is hoped, that 
it will not hereafter be so neglected as to give just cause of 
complaint to those who use our roads in the ordinary manner. 
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SEWABAGB. 

The demand for gewers in diflFerent parts of onr City still 
continues. Several have been completed during the last year, 
others are ordered and in process of construction. The facility 
and encouragement which they afford to our manufacturers, in 
connection with a free flow of Water through our streets, the 
sanitary condition of our City they so much improve, and the 
comfort they afford to our entire population, all unite in com- 
mending the subject of their extension to your careful and 
favorable consideration. 

poLtoa 

Our Police force consists of a Chief, Captain, Lieutenant, 
twenty-five regular, and fifteen supernumerary Policemen. 
Great care should be taken in the selection of members of this 
department, and none but men of undoubted integrity and 
energy, combined with judgment and humanity, should be per- 
mitted to fill these places. 

It is to be regretted, that the aid of our Legislature was 
successfully invoked to substitute a partisan, in place of a non- 
partisan Board, to whom should be intrusted these appoint- 
ments. The evil effects of this change has heretofore been the 
subject of much comment and complaint among our citizens, 
but it is to be hoped that our present Chief will see that the 
interests of all are protected, and that no reasonable cause of 
complaint shall hereafter be given. 

FIRE DEPARTMENT. 

The Fire Department is worthy of your special attention. 
The wisdom and foresight of our predecessors, in changing 
from the hand to the steam system, has been again abundantly 
proved by the experience of the last few months. Whether its 
present capacity is suflGlcient, or what improvements may be 
needed, you will be the better able to judge, after hearing the 
Eeport of the Chief Engineer herewith submitted. 

While the increased expenses in this department for the last 
two years -may call for a careful examination, yet I trust 
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nothing will be done to hazard its efficiency, or anything with- 
held that can he reasonably demanded foe its improvement 

FIRE HYDRANTS. , 

The City is generally well protected against damage by fire, 
by the location of its hydrants at convenient points, or other 
facilities which have been generously afforded. Yet the expe- 
rience of the past year clearly shows, that certain sections of 
our City have, in this particular, been neglected, and large 
losses have occurred, which reasonable attention would probably 
have prevented. That this is unjust, is easily seen, and equal 
protection, as far as practicable, should be speedily afforded. 

STREET LIGHTS. 

Within the last year. Thirty-six (36) new street gas lights 
have been located in different parts of our City, making the 
whole number now Three Hundred and Twenty-two. (322.) 

The cost of lighting and repairing for the last year amounted 
to the sum of Fourteen Thousand Eight Hundred and Sixteen 
Dollars and Seventeen cents. ($14,816.17.) The contract with 
the Gas Company expired some time since, and the City is 
now paying at the same rate as is charged to the smallest con- 
sumers, and I recommend that an effort be made for a more 
advantageous arrangement. 

SANITARY CONDITION. 

The last Council appointed a Committee to look after the 
Sanitary condition of our City, anticipating the approach of 
that scourge of the east, the Asiatic Cholera. Much has been 
done, at their suggestion, toward purifying many localities, by 
the removal of the fllth and uncleanliness which gives to this 
disease sustenanee and support. No time should be lost, and 
it behooves every citizen, without awaiting the call of the 
Committee, to promptly remove all noxious substances from 
the precincts of his own r^idence, and to cleanse and ventilate 
every apartment, for, what at all times is essential to health 
and happiness, may soon become a necessity. 
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I am informed by tliis Committee, that since the introduc- 
tion of Biver water, some of our citizens have permitted their 
wells to be converted into cesspools, and made the receptacle 
of all the filth that acJcumulates on their premises. This is 
said, by our Physicians, to be a fruitful source of disease, and 
should be prohibited by the most stringent enactments. 

HARBOR DEFENSES. 

Fort Hale, on the Eastern shore of our harbor, which, for 
the last three years has been in process of construction, is now 
well nigh completed. 

The whole number of guns already received and placed 
within the fort, is eighteen, varying in size from 18 to 64 
pounders. Its quarters and barracks are ample ; its store- 
rooms and magazines well protected, and in all its parts, it has 
the appearance of a substantial and formidable structure. 

Gentlemen : 

I congratulate you upon the growth and general prosperity 
of our City, the beauty and attractiveness it presents, the com- 
fortable homes it affords, and the many other blessings scattered 
in our path with a generous hand. But while we thus boast of 
our natural advantages, and of the facilities already acquired, are 
we not conscious, that the enterprising spirit of some of our sis- 
ter cities has greatly increased their commerce and wealth, and 
while we have neglected proffered advantages, they, by their 
encouragement to worthy projects, have appropriated to them- 
selves the trade of whole sections of our State, which is natu- 
rally and properly ours. We can now see our error, and within 
a few months past, a little public spirit has been shown, in 
the efforts that have been made to revive the project of build- 
ing a Kailroad from Derby to our City. The success of this 
enterprise, and others of a similar character, would greatly pro- 
mote the interests of our citizens, and restore to us much of 
what has been lost, and it is hoped they will receive, as they 
deserve, the active encouragement of every enterprising citizen. 
Such is, substantially, the condition of our City, and such 
are some of the interests which will require your attention. 
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You will see, by the estimates of the Finance Committee, 
that it can hardly be expected that any just policy can be pur- 
sued, which will essentially lessen our ordinary expenses, but 
they should be closely watched, and measured, and then met 
by current taxation. And while neither the present nor future 
wants of the City should be overlooked, the increased burdens 
of our State and National taxation should not be forgotten. 

For four long years, the dark cloud of war spread its mantle 
over our land, and we mourn the loss of loved ones gone ; but 
during the year that is past, we have been permitted to wel- 
come back those who escaped the dangers of the battle-field, 
to homes and friends, and to the enjoyment 'with us of the 
blessings of Peace. 

And now, while we condemn the course pursued by those 
who maintained the right of secession, and rebelled against the 
laws, let us see to it, that we are not of that number who dis- 
regard the plain requirements of a Constitution we would make 
others obey ; but that we are " for the Union," " for preserv- 
ing all the States," and admitting into the cottasels of the 
Nation all their Eepresentatives who acknowledge allegiance 
to the Grovernment, and swear to support the Constitution and 
the laws. And may the day not be far distant, when all 
efforts at dismemberment shall cease, when malice, hatred, and 
revenge, will have passed away, and we be permitted, through 
the kindness of an overruling Providence, to witness the com- 
plete restoration of the Kepublic. 

In conclusion, Gentlemen, let me urge upon you the prompt 
discharge of every duty, and that all, with honesty and fidel- 
ity, will strive so to protect the great interests committed to our 
trust, that they shall receive no detriment at our hands. 

Thus shall we justify the confidence and satisfy the reason- 
able expectations of our constituents.

FAREWELL ADDRESS. 



Gentlemen of ihe Court of Common Council : 

The time for which we were elected by our constituents as 
their representatives in the government of the city, draws near 
its close, and this being the last time we shall meet in this 
capacity, it may not be inappropriate to review the past, and 
gratefully acknowledge the kind dealing of a benevolent, over- 
ruling Providence towards us individually, and the citizens we 
have the honor to represent. 

Let us be thankful to Him who governs the destinies of 
nations as well as the most minute objects, that the messenger 
of death has not broken in upon our numbers, or lingering dis- 
ease prevented the performance of our respective duties ; that 
no unusual or prevailing epidemic has visited our city, but 
that general health has prevailed, and prosperity has crowned 
the efforts of our citizens. Truly we have been, as citizens 
and individuals, highly favored. 

During the last year we have been permitted to extend a 
kindly reception to many of our war-worn heroes, who for the 
defense of our constituted and hereditary rights, had left 
their peaceful and happy homes, for the hardships and priva- 
tions of the tented field. Whose heart was not filled with 
emotions of gratitude to those noble, self-sacrificing men, who 
when the necessity of longer remaining in the field had ceased, 
were permitted, with honor inscribed on their banners, to 
return to the duties and responsibilities of private citizens, 
and follow the pursuits of peace ! 
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It is not my intention to enter into a detailed statement or 
recapitulation of our acts during the last year, but will only 
refer to some of the most prominent, and while we have not 
come up to what all might have wished in our public improve- 
ments, especially in respect to sewerage and pavement, I am 
pleased to say we have made progress, and there appears to be 
a growing feeling of interest in the community regarding 
these important matters. You are aware of the existing orders 
for both sewerage and paving, in which I hope our successes 
will excel what we have done. We have plso progressed in 
the matters of more general and thorough lighting of our 
streets. 

Through the efficient Board of Road Commissioners, sev- 
eral new and important streets have been opened, and all the 
streets under their charge have been kept in as good condi- 
tion as the nature of the case would admit. 

The affairs of the Street Commissioner's office, and the duties 
devolving on him, have been faithfully and efficiently per- 
formed, notwithstanding the additional duties placed under 
his department, have added very largely to his cares, and 
through the carefiil inspection and prompt efforts of the San- 
itary Committee, I can confidently say that the condition of 
our city was never better than at present. Although this 
has caused dissatisfaction with some, on the whole, I think 
it has been quite satisfactory, and cheerfully acquiesced in. 

The Fire Department is in most excellent condition. You 
have been called upon to make much larger appropriations for 
this department than was anticipated by our predecessors, 
mostly owing to the entire failure of a large quantity of hose, 
which had the appearance of much strength and durability 
at the time of making the estimate of its expenses for the 
then fiscal year. I can only express my entire satisfaction and 
confidence in the management of this department of our city 
affairs. 

During the last year there have been joined to our regular 
police force, five policemen, thus adding also to the expenses of 
this department, together with, in my judgment, the very 
proper increase of daily compensation to these guardians of 
the public peace ; and I trust I do not exceed the bounds of 
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propriety when I say, that there is not probably a more effi- 
cient and reliable police, consisting of the same number of 
men, to be found in this or any other country. 

The discipline of the force is nearly as perfect as we "have a 
right to expect, and the men are sober and attentive, cheer- 
fully performing the arduous and many times delicate duties 
coming under their charge. 

The act of the last Legislature, authorizing and establish- 
ing a City Court, granting greater powers to the police and 
prosecuting attorney, has resulted most beneficially for the 
peace and good order of the city, presided over as it is by a 
gentleman of legal attainments, talent and character. The 
proceedings are dignified, in comparison with the old Justice 
Court, and the effect produced has been most striking and 
salutary. The united result of all the changes in the law, is a 
very perceptible diminution of crime, a prompt and unfailing 
arrest of offenders, a speedy and adequate punishment of the 
criminal. I feel justified in saying, that under the influence of 
this Court, personal security, prosperity and life have never 
been better protected throughout the city limits, than during 
the current year. 

Although the change from a Justice Court with inadequate 
powers, to a Police Court with ample jurisdiction, was strenu- 
ously apposed by many of our citizens, yet I believe all par- 
ties now very generally express satisfaction with the results 
this change has brought about, and would as generally regret 
a return to the old system of things. While the administra- 
tion of criminal justice should be most thorough, without 
regard to cost, it is no small recommendation of the present 
efficient Police Court, that it has proved the cheapest of any 
yet tried, and has actually sustained itself, and produced 
besides a revenue to the city. It has afforded me great plea- 
sure thus to speak of this branch of our municipal affairs, 
since law, order and good government are inseparably con- 
nected with the future growth and prosperity of our beauti- 
ful and advancing city. 

Q-entlemen, with these few remarks, allow me to return to 
you, individually and collectively, my acknowledgments and 
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hearty thanks, for your many acts of kindness and cordial 
support in the duties devolving upon the Chief Magistrate 
of the City, while I have had the honor of holding such posi- 
tion. Unacquainted as I was with, the duties of the oflGlce, 
through your kind cooperation they have been comparatively 
light, though imperfectly perforAied. I hope I have given 
none occasion to charge me with partiality, or have been gov- 
erned by sinister or selfish motives. Whatever errors and 
omissions (and I have no doubt you have discovered many,) 
have occurred, I trust you will attribute to lack of judg- 
ment, or want of experience, rather than design, for it has 
been my aim to discharge the duties to the best of my ability, 
and to promote the interests of all our citizens. If I have been 
in any small degree successful in these efforts, I have attained 
my highest ambition, and of this, you, gentlemen, with the 
citizens at large, must be the judges. 

Allow me again to express to you my thanks for aU your 
acts of kindness and forbearance, and wish you that happi- 
ness that respect to law and order produces in all intelligent 
communities, and a long life of usefulness and prosperity in 
your official and individual spheres. May our City ever be 
represented in all it's interests by men whose highest aim 
shall be to develop its resources, thus rendering it even more 
renowned and attractive than at present.

I have the honor to present the following Police Report for 
the year ending May 31st, 1866, comprising a statement of the 
present composition of the force, of the changes incident 
thereto, and of the principal labors performed by the Depart- 
ment since the last annual report. 

As at present organized, the regular Police Force of the City 
consists of a Chief, a Captain, a Lieutenant, and twenty-five 
(25) patrolmen, — ^five patrolmen having been added during the 
year.

The assignment of the force for duty is as foUows : — 

Of the twenty-five (25) regular patrolmen, seven (7) are 
detailed for day duty, and seventeen (17) for night duty ; one 
man being kept on such miscellaneous duty as the various com- 
plaints made at the office necessitate. The division of labor is 
believed to be as judicious as any that can be devised for the 
small number of men at command, yet it falls far short of 
securing that effective patroling of the city which the public 
expect, and which security to life and property imperatively 
demands. 

There are within the city limits, not including docks and 
public squares, seventy-five (75) miles of streets, over sixty 
(60) miles of which require in the night season a vigilant 
patrol. To effect this, the city is divided into eight (8) dis- 
tricts, averaging eight miles of streets each, and during the 
tour of duty performed by the night men, only two men can be 
sent to each district. Were the number six (6) instead of 
two, (2,) something like an adequate protection to life and 
property might reasonably be demanded at the hands of the 
Police. As it is, I feel justified in saying that even with the 
best endeavors of every member of the force, a prompt and effi- 
cient performance of the duty required is an impossibility. In 
view of this, it is earnestly to be desired that such an addition 
may be made to the force as will bring it to correspond more 
nearly to the amoimt of duty required.

Gentlemen : — 

In accordance with the requirements of the City Ordinance, 
"Section 4, additional By-Laws for protecting the City of 
New Haven from Fire," I have the honor to herewith submit 
my first Annual Keport of the condition and affairs of the 
New Haven Fire Department, for the year ending June 30th, 
1866. 

FORCE OF THE DEPARTMENT. 

The present force of the Department comprises a Chief 
Engineer, three (3) Assistant Engineers, and ninety (90) men, 
which include Steamer Engineers, Drivers, Firemen, and Offi- 
cers of Companies. 

The apparatus, three (3) Steam Fire Engines, with Hose 
Carriages, each capable of carrying one thousand feet of Hose, 
all drawn by horses ; two (2) Hand Hose Carriages, each 
capable of carrying five hundred feet of Hose ; and one Hook 
and Ladder Truck, carrying five ladders, ten hooks, lan- 
terns, axes, &c., drawn by hand. 

During the past year there has been located in Whitney 
Avenue, opposite Howard street, a Hose Jumper, with four 
hundred feet of hose ; the manufacturers in that vicinity hav- 
ing erected a suitable building for the same ; the hose only to 
be used when a fire occurs in that immediate locality. 

4 
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The Engineers of the Steamers receive $900, and the Drivers 
$600 per annum, and devote their whole time to the service of 
the Fire Department. The Hose Drivers and Firemen of the 
Steamers receive $80 per annimi, and sleep in the engifle 
houses. Two Hosemen attached to Steamer No. 2, sleep in 
the engine house, and receive $80 per annum. The Foremen 
of the different Steamers, Hand Hose and Hook and Ladder 
Companies, receive $45 per annum. The Hosemen of the 
Steamers receive $40, and the Hand Hose and Hook and Lad- 
dermen receive $30 per annum. All the men, except the Engi- 
neers and Drivers of Steamers, control their own time, except 
in case of fire, when they are at the service of the Department. 

The plan of two Hosemen sleeping in No. 2 Engine House 
has proved very beneficial, from the fact that in case a fire 
occurs at night, they arrive at the scene of conflagration with 
the apparatus and tak# immediate charge of the pipe. 

Instances have occurred where the other engines have arrived 
at fires in advance of the men, and we find it often difficult to 
man the pipes as soon as the nature of the case demands, and 
sometimes have been under the necessity of detailing men 
from the Hook and Ladder Company for that purpose, until 
the Hosemen should arrive. I therefore have recommended to 
the Board of Fire Commissioners to appoint two Hosemen to 
sleep in the Engine Houses of Steamers 1 and 3. 

The Kules and Eegulations governing the Department, 
adopted by the Board of Fire Commissioners, with a descrip- 
tion of the Steamers, Hook and Ladder, Truck, Hose Car- 
riages, and names of the members, with rank, residence and 
occupation of the same, is appended to this Beport, ^' Appen- 
dix A.'' 

INORBASB OF MEN AND APPARATUS. 

As stated above, the Department consists of, when present 

for duty, all told, ninety-four men, 94 

Deduct for Chief and Assistants, 4 

Engineers, Drivers and Firemen of Steamers, 12 

Foremen of Companies, 6 

Average non-attendance at fires, ... 11 — 33 
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From the foregoing it will be seen that sixty-one (61) 
men do the actnal fire duty at each fire. Allowing seventeen 
(17) men for the Hook and Ladder Company present for duty^ 
after deducting the same from sixty-one, (61,) will leave 
forty-four (44) men to take charge of four thousand (4,000) 
feet of hose and the several pipes of the Steamers and Hose 
Companies, moving the same from point to point, as the case 
demands, and after the fire, to be replaced on the carriages 
with clean and dry hose. It will be discovered from the above 
statement, that the forty-four (44) men include the Steamers 
and Hand Hose Companies. 

The average attendance of the Hand Hose Companies has 
been eleven (11) men to each Company, thus leaving a bal- 
ance of eighteen (18) men to be divided between the three 
(3) Steamers. As an illustration of the manner the duty has 
been performed, I will state, that at certain fires during the 
past year, some of the Companies have worked from " one to 
four lines of hose ;" and in times of great emergency, with 
the aid of details from the Hook and Ladder and Hand Hose 
Companies, (" who have always shown a disposition to assist 
the Steamers, when not otherwise employed,") they have suc- 
ceeded admirably. 

I would not recommend a large increase to the different 
Companies, but from past experience it is evident that the 
present force is scarcely adequate to every emergency. I 
would therefore recommend the following : 

Ist. An increase of two (2) hosemen to each of the Steam- 
ers. 

2d. In view of the necessity of more ladders, axes, &c., the 
purchase of another Truck, to be located in the Q-eorge street 
Engine House ; and in case of a demand for more ladders, at 
large fires, a pair of horses could be dispatched for the same ; 
the present Hook and Ladder Company, with a small increase 
of men, workings the apparatus of both. 

3d. I find the Department sadly in need of a spare Hose 
Carriage or Jumper, to be used as a substitute, in case of acci- 
dent ta those now in the service. The Hose Carriages are 
occasionally sent to the shop for repairs, and we have none to 
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replace them, and sliould a fire occur at such a time in the 
vicinity of the engine or hose houses, the destruction of prop- 
erty would in all probability far exceed the price sufficient to 
purchase a large number of such apparatus. It will be 
observed from the above, that the Department would be 
increased about thirteen (13) men ; two (2) to each'Steamer, 
and in case of the purchase of another set of ladders, &c., 
seven (7) men to the Truck Company. 

4th. The attention of your honorable body is called to the 
fact, that the east side of the city, where a greater part of our 
manufacturing interests are centered, has had the Jeast protec- 
tion from fire, since the introduction of the present system, 
although most of our destructive fires have occurred in that 
part of the city. For instance. May 1st, 1864, the destructive 
conflagration in Chestnut and Franklin streets ; August 20th, 
1864, Durham & Booth's extensive carriage factory ; Septem- 
ber 28th, 1865, the burning of the steam saw mill, and more 
recently, the disastrous conflagration on St. John and Wallace 
streets ; showing the total loss by the above fires to be nearly 
$300,000. 

And in consideration of these facts, I feel it my duty to 
recommend that measures be immediately taken to secure a 
location in that part of the city, where, at no distant day, a 
Steamer will be stationed. 

FIRE DISTBIOTS AND FIRE BELLS. 

The City is divided into four (4) Fire Districts. It has 
recently been recommended to the Board of Fire Commission- 
ers to establish a "fifth," or Central District, which will 
embrace the business portion of the city, thereby greatly facil- 
itating the Department in ascertaining the locality of fires 
occurring in the central portion of the city. The present Fire 
Districts comprise the four original voting wards, bounded by 
Chapel street on one side, and Meadow, Church streets, and 
Whitney Avenue upon the other, as follows : 

1st District, — That part of the City north of Chapel street, 
and west of Church street and Whitney Avenue. 
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2d District, — That part of the City south of Chapel street, 
and west of Meadow and Church streets. 

3d District, — That part of the City south of Chapel street, 
and east of Church and Meadow streets. 

4th District, — That part of the City ngrth of Chapel street, 
and east of Church street and Whitney Avenue. 

The entire Department do duty in all the Districts. The 
Companies are instructed not to roll the apparatus until a Fire 
Bell rings, unless the members have sufficient evidence of a 
fire. 

The Fire Alarm Bells are the City Hall, Depot, South 
Church, First and Second Methodist Church, and Howe street 
Church Bells. Each Bell Einger receives one dollar for ring- 
ing at each fire, and one dollar extra for striking the first bell, 
except the City Hall, which is under the direction of the 
Police Department, and the Depot Bell Einger, who receives 
only the regular fee of one dollar. 

FIRES AND FIRE ALARMS. 

During the past year the Department has been called out 
thirty-one (31) times for beU alarms, and a portion of the 
Department have attended ten (10) slight^res, without crea- 
ting a general alarm, and extinguishing part of them ; eleven 
(11) slight fires have occurred without the knowledge of the 
Department, having been extinguished by the Police and citi- 
zens, — making a total of fifty-two (52) fires and alarms, of 
which but " one'' proved a false alarm. 

Notwithstanding the very limited number of bell alarms 
the Department have been subjected to the past year, still 
they have perfotmed more hours of actual fire duty than any 
previous year of the present system. 

The fire in Howard street, August 30, 1865, caused by the 
boiling over of varnish ; the destruction of the steam saw mill, 
September 28th ; and the burning of Newhall's carriage fac- 
tory, in the suburbs of the city, a high wind prevailing at the 
time, and situated at least three-fourths of a mile from the 
nearest hydrant, — the apparatus of the Department proving of 
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no avail, excepting the Hook and Ladder Truck,-*-were all very 
destructive conflagrations. 

" Jannary 8/' the fire in State street, on that excessive cold 
morning, will never be e£Eaced from the memory of the Fire 
Department, through whose utmost exertions an extensive 
conflagration was averted ; and probably never in its history 
did the firemen sufler so much from the severity of the weather. 

The disastrous conflagration of the clock factory and adjoin^ 
ing dwellings, on the 30th of April last, with a strong norths 
west wind to fan the flames, was indeed a calamity to the 
many sufferers, and it has since been a question in the minds 
of many, where the fire would have been checked, but for the 
inexhaustible supply of water from nine (9) hydrants, throw-* 
ing eleven (11) streams upon the burning buildings ; together 
with the untiring and unceasing efforts of the firemen, assisted 
by citizens, in battling the flames then raging with such havoc 
among the wooden dwellings. This very destructive fire also 
demonstrates conclusively the immediate necessity of a better 
protection from fire in that part of the city. 

In the old volunteer system, that side of the town was pro- 
tected by two as good hand engines as could be found in the 
country. Since then, buildings of aU descriptions have 
increased, "especially manufistctories," and it is every day 
becoming more densely populated. 

Our fire alarm system also* sadly needs improving, and 
sooner or later we must introduce the " telegraph" as the most 
perfect mode of giving the fire alarm. The sooner this is done 
the better for the whole city. As an illustration, I will show 
your honorable body the manner in which the Department 
usually receives an alarm of fire in the lower part and outskirts 
of the city. For instance, a fire 'occurs in the* eastern part of 
the city at night, and is discovered by the Police, who imme- 
diately give the alarm, by going or sending to the nearest fire 
bell, (sometimes stopping at the engine houses,) which, if it 
be the City Hall bell, occupies not much less than ten nunutes, 
and another ten minutes may be consumed before the Fire 
Department gets in service at the fire ; and all must acknowl- 
edge that the first ten or fifteen minutes at such a time almost 
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invariaUy decides the final result. A fire seldom gakisany 
very great headway in the central portion of the city, from 
the fact that tbi alarm is sounded instantly, the apparatus and 
men are at once in motion, and the fire quickly suhdued. 

The location of the City Hall bell could not be improved, 
but either the bell, or the manner in which it is placed in the 
tower, has proved a failure, and should be remedied without 
delay. 

New Haven, to her credit, was one of the pioneers to intrOf 
duce the Steam system, and entering now upon the fifth year 
of its existence, shgws conclusively that a few needed improve- 
ments are requisite- to a well appointed Fire Department 
" Appendix B," showing a detailed record of fires and fire 
alarms, with the amount of losses and insurance ; also ^^ Ap- 
pendix C,'' showing the number of times each apparatus has 
been in service at fires, together with the number of hours' 
duty performed by each Company, is appended to this report, 

POLICE AT BIEBS. 

It is almost as essential to have a strong Police force at fires 
as the Fire Department itself. During the past year the Police 
have added considerably to the efficiency of the firemen, 
not only in calling at the engine houses, and giving the alarm, 
but in .various ways. Our Police force, however, is not suffi- 
ciently large to give the firemen that assistance which 
circumstances often require. Twenty-five (25) or even thirty 
(30) Policemen at every fire would greatly improve the effi- 
ciency of the Fire Department in the discharge of their duties. 
The citizens often crowd about the fires in such numbers as to 
interfere exceedingly with the working of the Department, and 
nothing but a strong police force can prevent the same. 

PRAOTigE DAYS. 

The different Steamers with their Companies are called out 
once in each month for practice, which proves very beneficial 
to the Department. It also aids in training the horses in the 
exciting duties attending the Department at fires. The Fore- 
men and Hosemen receive one dollar each for their services on 
practice days, in addition to their regular pay. 
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The Hosemen of the SteamerB, also the Hand Hose Com- 
panies^ meet once in every two weeks for the purpose of chang- 
ing hose ; each company having two set. * 

H0B8ES. 

The Steamers, and Hose Carriages connected with them, are 
drawn by horses. There are nine (9) horses owned by the City 
in the service of the Fire Department ; all in good condition. 
One driver and three horses are worked upon the streets daily, 
under the direction of the Street Commissioner, and it proves a 
very desirable benefit to the Horses ; they requiring more ex- 
ercise than they receive in the regular line of fire duty ; the 
Drivers are also instructed to exercise them in the immediate 
vicinity of the Engine Houses, at times when not otherwise 
employed. 

During the past year a pair of horses has been purchased for 
the use of Steamer No. 3 ; one of the former horses having 
died, and the old Hose Horse sold. The horses have been 
employed 254 days on the streets during the year, at a charge of 
$4.00 per day for driver and horses, amounting to f 1,016. 

EXPENSES OF THE DEPARTMENT. 

The excess of fire duty the past year over that of preceding 
years, has necessarily caused more wear upon the different ap- 
paratus ; and thereby created more of an expense under the 
head of " Eepairs and Incidentals." And notwithstanding 
the limited number of apparatus, the time consumed in re- 
pairs will not exceed eighteen days ; this includes the Steam- 
ers and Hose Carriages. 

The price of supplies have not changed very materially from 
the previous year. And the necessary running expenses, after 
deducting charges to the street department (the usual custom) 
for three Horses and one driver, has been $17,897.37, against 
^^16,155.16 for the year ending June 30, 1865. 

During the past year, upon recommendation of the Chief En- 
gineer, and by order of the Board of Fire Commissioners, the 
following extraordinary expenses have been incurred. 
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Two Stream Spreading Nozzles $ 100.00 

One Signal Lamp for No. 2 Hose Carriage 35.00 

Building Second Story to No. 3 Engine House 1,601.50 

Two Thousand feet new leather Hose 3,811.52 

Steam Heaters for Nos. 1 and 3 Steamers 65.32 

One Pair of Horses for Steamer No. 3 670.00 

Total Extraordinary Expenses $6,273,54

you are respectfully referred to " Appendix D." 

WATER. 

The Water Company have laid during the past year 2,800 
feet of pipe in Congress Avenue, 1,461 feet on Long Wharf, 
580 feet in West Water street, 208 feet in Dixwell street, and 
480 feet in Elm and Peck streets ; making a total of 5,529 
feet. They have now thirty-three (33) miles of pipe running 
through the streets of the City. There are 210 Hydrants, 61 
Eeservoirs and 22 Public Wells, owned by the City and lo- 
cated within the City limits. There are also 28 Hydrants set 
up in different parts of the City and owned by private indi- 
viduals. I find that while portions of the City are liberally 
supplied with Hydrants, that other localities, in case a fire 
should occur and a high wind prevail at the time, would sufier 
fearfully. The fire. May 21st, in the upper part of Wallace 
street, fully demonstrates the above fact. There are also other 
portions of the City equally deficient; — ^the extreme north- 
western part of the City ; also above Broadway and north of 
Whalley avenue ; also portions of the Third Ward, and where 
the buildings are generally built of wood. The Water Com- 
pany have unquestionably fulfilled their obligations with the 
City ; and even exceeded them in laying their street mains. 
And I understand that another year there is a prospect, that 
the localities above mentioned will be sufficiently protected 
from the ravages of the devouring element. Notwithstanding 
the City has been visited with very destructive fires the past 
year, there is no doubt in my own mind, that the present 
" Water Works" has been the medium of saving more property 
in the same time than the cost of a dozen similar works. 
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Thdre are Yarioas locations on the present line of water pipes 
where I deem it very important to set up more Hydrants. 
And as a petition has already been referred by'the Council to 
that e£fect, an early consideration from your honorable body 
is desired. 

For a detailed list of Hydrants, &c., " see Appendix B." 
Also for an Inventory of property with valuation, " see Ap- 
pendix ¥." 

PETROLEUM. 

In a former report your attention was called to the fact that 
there is no "law*' regulating the keeping or storing of Naptha, 
Kerosene, Benzine and other inflammable articles of a similar 
nature. 

Sunday, the 10th of June, a slight fire occurred in a heap of 
rubbish where several barrels of Kerosene Oil was stored. 
Fortunately the fire was discovered and extinguished before 
any serious damage occurred, and without igniting the oil, the 
barrels however being considerably charred. The consequences, 
had the oil ignited, would have been fearfiil, occuring in the 
most business part of the City. I can only repeat the recom- 
mendation in the last Beport, ^^ that the subject is entitled to 
your serious consideration, and that a By-Law should be 
passed regulating the subject/' 

CONCLUSION. 

With a Fire Department consisting of at least four (4) 
Steam Fire Engines, two (2) fully equipped Hook and Ladder 
Trucks, and two (2) Hand Hose Carriages, all properly manned 
and worked, and with an improved system of giving " Fire 
Alarms," together with a suitable Police force to protect the 
Fire Department in the discharge of their duties, as well as 
the guarding of property saved from burning, would give to 
the citizens that protection requisite to a flourishing City, at 
the same time placing the Department upon a very sound 
footing. 

All of which, with accompanying papers, is respectfully sub- 
mitted.

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APPENDIX A. 

'^xks anb ^iegolations of % Jfm Seprtment 

[Adopted by the Board of Fire Commis&loners, June 30th, 1862.] 



Rule 1. — ^Every Officer and member of the Fire Depart- 
ment shall sign the following statement, to be deposited with 

the Board of Commissioners : — " I, A B , having 

been appointed a member of the New Haven Fire Depart- 
ment, hereby signify my agreement to abide by all the ordi- 
nances of the City Council, and Rules and Regulations of the 
Board of Commissioners relating thereto/' And any officer or 
member who shall neglect or refuse to sign the same, shall not 
be entitled to any compensation whatsoever. 

Rule 2. — ^It shall be the duty of the Chief Engineer to re- 
port from time to time to the Commissioners, the names of 
such officers or members of the Department, if any, as in his 
judgment should be removed or discharged, with his reasons 
therefor. 

Rule 3. — ^In all cases of removal from thp Department, the 
name of the party removed, with a statement of the reasons 
therefor, shall be entered on the Records of the Chief En- 
gineer. 

Rule 4. — Each officer and member of the Fire Department 
shall be paid for their services at the following rates, annually, 
until otherwise directed by the Board of Fire Commissioners :

Rule 5. — ^The officers and members of the Fire Department 
employed permanently, shall be paid monthly, and all others 
quarterly ; and every officer and member, except those employ- 
ed permanently, who shall not serve the whole of the quarter, 
except in case of sickness, death, or removal from the city, or 
who shall be removed from the Department, or deposed from 
his office for cause, shall forfeit any and all compensation that 
would otherwise be due to him at the time when such services 
ceased, or such deposing or removal took place. 

Rule 6. — The Engineer of each Steamer shall give his entire 
time to the interest of the Fire Department, and shall always 
be at or near the Engine House where his machine is kept, ex- 
cept when directed by the Chief Engineer to perform other 
duty, or when allowed to be absent from said House by said 
Chief Engineei: ; and shall have the sole care of the Engine 
House entrusted to him, and of all the property therein be- 
longing to the city ; he shall be held personally responsible for 
the care and order of the Engine, and shall vwork and manage 
the same, and see that it is at all times in condition for 
immediate use. 

Rule 7. — The Driver of each Steamer shall give his entire 
time to the interest of the Fire Department and to the city, 
and shall, under the direction of the Chief Engineer, have the 
care of all the horses at his station, and shall perform such 
duty on the streets, or elsewhere, as may be required of him. 

Rule 8. — The Engineer, Fireman, Engine Driver, and Hose 
Driver shall lodge in their respective Engine Houses. 

Rule -9. — ^No company will be allowed to take their appa- 
ratus away from the Engine House except in case of fire, 
without consent of the Chief Engineer. 

Rule 10. — ^No Company shall leave the city in case of fire 
in the neighboring towns, except by the express order of the 
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Chief Engineer^ and no Company phall leave tibe city on an 
excursion. 

EuLE 11. — ^It shall be the duty of the Chief Engineer to see. 
tftat the apparatus^ and the several buildings in which the 
same are deposited^ and all things in or belonging to the same^ 
are kept neat, clean, and in order for immediate use ; and to 
see that the Engine, Hose, and Hook and Ladder Houses are 
closed at or before 10 o'clock P.M. 

EuLE 12. — The Foremen of the several Companies are re- 
quired to preserve order in their several Companies, and to en- 
force a strict compliance with the By-Laws and Eules of the 
Fire Department, and also to keep a record of all the absentees 
at &es and fire alarms, and report the same to the Chief 
Engineer. 

EuLE 13. — Order and decorum will be preserved while go- 
ing to, working at, or returning from a fire or fire alarm ; and 
no racing will be allowed while returning from an alarm of 
fire ; and officers will see that their apparatus is drawn on the 
right side of the street, unless some obstruction prevents. The 
Hose Carriages will take the rear of the Engines to which 
they belong, and no Engine, Hose Carriage, or Hook and Lad- 
der Truck will be allowed on any side-walk of the city. 

EuLE 14 — On arriving at a fire, the person in command of 
each Company wiU immediately report to the Engineer iq com- 
mand, and await his instructions. In no case shall said person 
report his Company until they shall have actually arrived. 

EuLE 15. — ^No Company -will be allowed to roll their appa- 
ratus from the house on an alarm of fire until an alarm bell has 
been struck, unless they know there is a fire. 

EuLE 16. — The Foreman, or person in command of each 
Company, when iq service, shall remain by his Company, or 
apparatus of which he has charge, to direct their operations ; 
and all members of the several Companies, except when other- 
wise engaged on special duty, will remain at or about the ap- 
paratus to which they are attached. 

EuLE 17. — The Hook and Ladder and Hose Companies must 
in all cases report themselves, the same as other Companies, 
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and take their places as near the fire .as'practicable^ where tibey 
can be found conveniently, until discharged. 

Rule 18. — ^If by accident or otherwise, the property of any 
person in the city is damaged by any Company, it shall be the 
duty of the Foreman of said Company causing such damage, 
to report the same immediately to the Chief Engineer. 

Rule 19. — ^No Engineer, Fireman, Engine Driver, or Hose 
Driver of the Steam Fire Engines, shall leave the city without 
having first procured a substitute to the acceptance of the Chief 
Engineer. And any other member expecting to be absent from 
the city twenty-four hours or more, shall be required to procure 
a substitute to the approval of the Foreman of his Company ; 
failing to do which he shall forfeit one month's pay. No mem- 
ber shall be allowed a substitute, except in case of sickness or 
absence from the city ; and in no instance for a longer period 
than one month, except in case of sickness. And in case any 
member of the Department is absent from a fire, the sum of 
one dollar shall be deducted from his quarter's pay. 

Rule 20. — 'So cards, dice, or other articles used for gaming, 
shall be brought into or suffered to remain in any building used 
by any Company in the Fire Department, nor shall any spirit- 
ous liquors be used therein. 

Rule 21. — ^No building used by any Company in the Fire 
Department, shall be opened or occupied on Sunday, except in 
case of an alarm of fire ; this rule shall not, however, be con- 
construed to prevent the Engineman, Fireman, Engine Driver, 
and Hose Drivers of the Steam Engines, from occupying their 
respective Engine Houses on said day. 

Rule 22. — 'So profane language or disorderly conduct will be 
allowed on the part of any member of the Department, when 
on duty, under the penalty of suspension or expulsion. 

Rule 23. — ^Any Engine or Hose Driver, who allows his horse 
or horses to run or gallop^ in going to or coming from a fire, 
will be discharged. 

Rule 24. — The Hose must be changed at least once in two 
weeks, for which purpose the Foreman will warn his Com- 
pany ; and any member absent will be fined fifty cents^ for 
each absence. 
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RULES AND REGULATIONS FOR THE SLEEPING 
APARTMENTS. 

1st. — ^No Fireman shall sleep in any Engine, Hose, or Hook 
and Ladder House, without the consent of the Chief Engineer. 
And in no case will permission be given to members, or to per- 
sons not connected with the Department, to frequent the same 
at unseasonable hours. 

2d. — The occupants of each bed will be held responsible for 
the cleanliness of the same ; and will be held strictly account- 
able for any damage, to either bed or bedding, done through 
carelessness. 

3d. — ^It shall be the duty of the Engineers of the different 
Steamers, to report any misconduct on the part of the sleepers, 
and to see that the bedding is changed at suitable interrals. 

4th. — ^Firemen assigned sleeping quarters, in the Engine, 
Hose, or Hook and Ladder Houses, are reminded that the same 
hour will be observed for closing the same, that governs the 
closing of the different Houses, passed by the Fire Commis- 
sioners, June 30, 1862. 

6th. — ^After retiring, the occupants shall refrain from any 
loud talking or laughing, or in any manner disturbing the sleep 
of otheijB ; and any person retiring in a state of " intoxication^* 
shall be reported to the Chief Engineer, whose duty it shall be 
to recommend such persons for discharge from the Fire De- 
partment. 

6th. — The Chief Engineer will inspect the different sleeping 
rooms of the Fire Department as often as once a week. 

7th. — The Officers and Engineers of the different companies 
' will be held accountable for the strict enforcement of these 
Rules, and report to the Chief Engineer aU violations. 
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The By-Law re-organizing the Fire Department, was passed 
in Court of Common Council, May 19th, and the provisions 
therein contained were confirmed by an Act of the Q-eneral 
Assembly, June 12th, 1862. The Board of Fire Commis- 
sioners were appointed by the Court of Common Council, June 
16th, 1862, and entered upon the duties of their oflGlce July 1st, 
1862, on which day the entire old Department was dismissed, 
and the new organization completed.

The Road Commissioners herewith beg leave to present the 
second Annual Report of business transacted under their super- 
vision during the twelve months preceding May 1, 1866. 
The aggregate of charges made against the Street Department 

amounts to $29,725.43 

Of which amount has been charged to 
individual property owners for assess- 
ed benefits, for lands taken and for 
paving Streets • . . . $9,211.71 
For sales of Street Manure . . 61400 9,826.71 

Leaving a balance of $19,899.72 

which amount is the actual cost of keeping in repair and im- 
proving the Streets of the City for the year past. 

For the amount expended, the Board of Road Commissioners 
take pleasure in referring your Honorable body to the substan- 
tial, permanent, improved and widened condition of Bamesville 
Bridge, at a cost of $4,059.00, for that portion belonging to 
the City. 

To 2,756 yards of Belgian Pavement in State, below George 
Street. 

To 3,375 yards of Cobble Pavement at and near Custom 
House Square. 

To improvements in Gofife Street, at the junction of Goffe, 
Orchard and Beaver Streets. 
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To the extension of Hubbard Street to Howe. 

To the extension of Sherman Avenue from Chapel Street to 
Whalley Avenue. 

To the extension of Artizan Street to Grand ; all being over 
and above the ordinary repairs and improvements, and included 
in the charges to the department. 

It is worthy of remark, that parties assessed by order of the 
Council, for improvements, either in paving Streets or the ex- 
tension thereof, have almost universally responded with alacrity ; 
expressing themselves satisfied that money expended judiciously 
in improvements, is well invested. 

The Belgian Pavement in Chapel Street, below Union, is in 
a rapid state of progress, and when finished, will add 3,000 feet 
to the paved Streets. 

The Road Commissioners would call the attention of your 
Honorable body to the existence of large tracts of town lands 
lying in the western section of the city, and to lands belonging 
to sundry individuals, that should be laid out into as regular 
divisions, and as near right angles as may be possible so to do ; 
and to the fact that Chapel Street, Martin Street, and the 
west end of Elm Street, are, in the opinion of the Board, too 
narrow for the growing wants of our city ; to the fact that 
these lands and Streets, if not soon laid out and widened, it 
will be too late, as buildings are continually being erected, • 
which interfere with improvements that should be effected, 
blocking up the ends of streets that should be continuous ; 
entailing upon a coming generation an expense that could be 
now avoided at small cost, by widening or extending in cases 
practicable. 

SEWEBAGES. 

The Road Commissioners also take pleasure in referring your 
Honorable body to the Chapel Street Sewer, between Union 
Street and the river, being in length 3,632 feet, 20 by 30 inch 
size, having been built under their supervision, by Messrs. 
Smith & Sperry, under most discouraging circumstances, much 
of it through quick-sands from fifteen to seventeen feet below 
the surface, with tide water setting back for nearly two thousand 
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feet, at a cost of $13,500.00. Of this amount, $10,430.70 was 
assessed upon persons owning property upon the line, as per 
order of Council. Leaving a balance of $3,069.30 against 
the City. 

A liberal policy in the construction of Sewers, and early . 
action therein, is recommended, especially in those thorough- 
fares where Street pavements will soon be required. 

Sewerage is acknowledged by all, to be not only a measure of 
great utility and convenience, but beneficial in a sanitary point 
of view, aiding in warding off diseases incidental to cities. 

In compliance with the amended Charter of 1864, the Board 
submit to your Honorable body as an estimate necessary to 
conduct the Departments the ensuing year, under their super- 
vision, viz : 

For Streets and Bridges, ... $26,000.00 
For Sewerages, . . . . . 5,000.00

By an unanimous vote of the Association, the report was 
accepted, and the resolutions adopted and referred, for consid- 
eration, to the Oommon Council of this city.

The Committee appointed by the New Haven Medical Asso* 
ciation, to report on the best means of preventing epidemic 
Cholera, respectfully submit for approval the following resolu- 
tions : — 

Whereas f the epidemic Cholera has prevailed in Western 
Europe during the last season, and may not unreasonably be 
expected to visit the American cities during the next season ; 
and whereas New Haven should be prepared to meet the 
malady under the most favorable circumstances, therefore 

Besolvedy That the city authorities, in our opinion, should 
at once adopt those sanitary measures which are known to mod- 
erate the violence and limit the extension of the expected dis- 
ease ; that deposits of decomposing animal and vegetable mat- 
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ter^ filth and corruption of whatever name^ and all the sources 
of noxious or offensive effluvia should be immediately removed 
beyond the corporate limits ; that our beautiful city, so called, 
should be purged and purified in the most thorough manner. 
Though New Haven is in some respects favorably located, and 
has a better class of inhabitants than most other places of its 
size, there are yet parts of it which sadly need the scavenger. 
In some streets and neighborhoods the population is unwhole- 
somely crowded, while the me€uis required to secure personal 
and domestic cleanliness, are almost wholly neglected. There 
are rottenness and squalor enough in these places to breed a 
pestilence, much more to invite the Cholera. 

JSeaolvedj That in our judgment, the city should be divided 
into convenient districts, and a vigilant and energetic commit- 
tee, clothed with the necessary power, appoint.ed for each, 
whose duty it shall be to visit the premises of every fiimily 
within the city limits, and to carry into execution the measures 
required for a thorough purification. The tenements of the 
poor, particularly of those who reside in thickly settled local- 
ities, or who are huddled into narrow, ill-ventilated or under- 
ground rooms, should be closely inspected. The attention 
should be especially directed to cellars, drains, cess-pools, 
out-houses, pig-styes and stables, and where possible, an 
efficient drainage and a free circulation of air secured. There 
is a questionable custom of convertiug abandoned wells into 
cess-pools, which should be inquired into, a suspicion having 
arisen that other wells in the neighborhood are contaminated 
by the practice. There are also among us one or more slaughter- 
houses and soap-boiling establishments which should not be 
overlooked. Nor should we forget, in our endeavors to improve 
our sanitary condition, that filth should be removed, not covered 
up. Experience proves that there is no safety except in com- 
plete removal. No confidence can be placed in correctors or 
disinfectants, so called. The means which overpower or coun- 
teract stenches merely, are not necessarily the means which 
secure a wholesome and healthful environment. 

Besolvedj That in our belief, the public health would be 
promoted by a judicious thinning out of our shade trees, so that 
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the sun can oftener gain accees to the earth to dry up the 
moisture, and dissipate the injurious vapors which collect near 
the surface. We think that the sun's rays in warm weather 
should, at some hour of the day, illumine every side of our 
dwellings, and visit every foot of ground near them. We also 
think that water is used with too great profusion in watering 
our streets, especially in the thickly shaded parts of the city. 
It should be remembered that moisture greatly facilitates de- 
composition. Indeed, filth deprived of it is odorless and 
harmless dust, and decay is almost impossible. This fact 
should be borne in mind when water is employed for the osten- 
sible purpose of cleansing our houses and premises. 

Beaolvedy That the intemperate use of intoxicating drinks 
is a powerful predisposing cause of Cholera, and that courageous 
hearts, confidence in ourselves and in one another, and a steady 
devotion to our respective duties are important safeguards.

To the Hon. Court of Common Council : 

The Special Committee to whom was referred the Communi- 
cation from the New Haven Medical Association upon the best 
means of preventing epidemic Cholera, have given this im- 
portant subject a careful consideration, and would offer the 
following suggestions, with tlie view of giving a practical 
application to the sanitary principles and measures contained 
in the paper referred to your Committee. 

The main value and force of the Communication of the Med- 
ical Association consists in informing us of the best preventive 
means to stay off this terrible disease; which, if not an absolute 
success, tends, as under all previous visitations, to greatly miti- 
gate the severity and shorten the continuance of the disease. 

The experience of the past also fully establishes the fact that 
certain conditions of a locality invite and aggravate the malady. 
These conditions are generally found in cities. The congregated 
human beings, with the inseparable concomitants of gathering 
80 many human and other animals in a compact mass over and 
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upon a comparatively small area, necessarily create a quantity 
of excrement and waste and decapng matter, which always 
offers a ready made nest in which the pestilential diseases can 
deposit their eggs and breed them to their full development. 
Hence it is that Cholera seldom extends in the country, except 
on the great public highways of travel. 

True wisdom and economy therefore point to a thorough 
cleansing of our city before the scourge has made its appear- 
ance among us. 

We should at an early day find out where "deposits of 
decomposing animal and vegetable matter, filth and corruption 
of whatever name, and all sources of offensive effluvia'' exist, 
and cause their timely abatement, not by covering them up^ 
but by their entire removal. 

To effect this object, your Committee fiilly concur in the 
suggestion made by the Medical Association, that " the city 
be divided into convenient districts," for a thorough sanitary 
inspection, as a preliminary step, that the Street Commissioner 
may have a map, as it were, before him, by which he may be 
guided in prosecuting his work of a thorough abatement of 
nuisances. Taking the four Fire Districts as the division of 
the city, we would recommend that two suitable persons be ap- 
pointed for each Fire District, to visit in company (if advisable) 
every occupied lot or building within their district ; that they 
be required to note in writing in a book to be furnished for 
each district : 1st, the occupation of the building, stating street 
and number. 2d, the condition as to cleanliness, and whether 
overcrowded with tenants. 3d, the. condition of the yard, in- 
cluding under this head the condition of cesspools, privies, pig- 
stys, and stables. And, 4th, general remarks, under which other 
matters not specially named, may be noted. These books, 
when the survey is completed, to be for the use of the Street 
Commissioner and to belong to the city. 

Your Committee would also recommend that a book, to be 
called "The Nuisance 'Complaint Book," be placed in the 
Police Headquarters, which shall be open to aU persons to enter 
written complaints of nuisances therein, and that the Police 
authorities be requested to make it the duty of the Police to 
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enter a complaint for the person making it, provided such com- 
plainant is unable to write. The Street Conmussioner should 
be instructed to receive and examine daily into the complaints 
thus recorded. 

To carry out these recommendations into practical results, 
your Committee would propose that a Committee, to consist of 
His Honor the Mayor and the Aldermen, be appointed with ftill 
power to arrange the details ; and for this purpose we shall at 
the conclusion offer a suitable resolution for the consideration 
of the Council. 

Upon another and closely allied topic introduced to our 
notice by. the Medical Association, your Committee are entirely 
unanimous, viz : " That the public health would be promoted 
by a judicious thinning out of our shade trees, so that the sun 
can oftener gain access to the earth, to dry up the moisture and 
dissipate the injurious vapors which collect near the surface/' 
The water, too, we believe is (as suggested in the paper before 
us), " used in too great profusion in the thickly shaded streets 
of our city/' 

To do all that a wise regard for the health of our citizens 
demands, while we preserve a due regard for the beauty of the 
city, will require sound judgment, good taste and a firm 
purpose; We would advise the appointment of a Special Com- 
mittee to whom this portion of our work should be entrusted : 
which resolution is appended hereto. 

Another and powerful predisposing cause of Cholera is named 
by the Medical Faculty— one which is more difficult to remove 
than aU others, — viz : ^^ the intemperate use of intoxicating 
drinks.*' What measures to recommend to remove this evil, 
transcends the ability of your Committee. It will doubtless 
exist. And a large share, — quite the largest of the victims of 
this disease (should Cholera visit our city), — ^will be found to 
have been persons who indulge in the intemperate use of intox- 
icating drinks. 

All of which, with the accompanying Besolutions, is 
respectftdly submitted.

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PERAMBULATION OP THE CITT LINE, 
In ia84r 



To the Sonorable Court of Oommon Council of the OUy of 
Ne^ Bavm ;-!- 

The Committee appointed by said Court to perambulate a 
part of the City line, 

REPOBT: 

That they began at the Northeast comer of the Long Bridge, 
and run thence on the North side of said Bridge to its North- 
west comer, thence a direct line, North 51° West, across East 
Bock, to the North end of the cellar where George Peckham's 
house stood, which is West of the Hartford Turnpike, and 
about twenty rods Northvesterly from James Auger's house. 
Between these points are the following marked bounds or mon- 
uments, erected for the line between New Haven and Hamden, 
viz : 1st, a heap of stones, on the East side of North Haven 
road, in Lyman Atwater's lot, about fifty-two rods Southerly 
from his house ; 2d, a heap of stones on a rock on the first 
rise of East Bock ; 3d, a heap of stones on the top of Mount 
See-all ; 4th, a heap of stones on the top of Neck Bock, near 
the South end and the East brow ; 5th, a heap of stones near 
the North end of Neck Bock ; 6th, a heap of stones round a 
Cedar tree, on the West side of Neck Biver, upon the high 
bank, about fifty rods from the end of the cellar aforesaid. 

Then the line runs from the North end of said cellar. North 
78® West, to the East side of the old Cheshire Boad, to a 
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point in the Canal, six rods Easterly from a monument erected 
on the West side of said road, eighteen and a half rods South of 
Leveret AUing's house ; said monument being marked H. and 
N. H, The monuments between said ceUar and the said point 
in the Canal are ; 1st, a heap of stones, about sixty rods from 
the said cellar, at the foot of a swamp-white-oak tree ; 2d, a 
heap of stones on the second quarter line, east side of the 
powder-house road ; 3d, a heap of stones West side of Plain- 
field path, about forty rods South of James Goodrich's house ; 
4th, a heap of stones in a field, about eighty rods East of the 
Canal. 

From said point in the Canal, the line runs on the East side 
of the old Cheshire road. Southerly to a monument, being one 
stone marked " City," and set up in William Townsend's lot. 
South 223° West from the Southwest corner of Allen Towns- 
end's house, and distant therefrom twenty-five and a half rods, 
and about four rods Ea^ of the road leading by Ditch comer ; 
thence North 71o West to a monument marked C, on the 
West side of the road West of the Beaver-ponds ; thence, 
same course, to a monument marked " City," on the top of 
Beaver hills, in Nathaniel Bacon's lot, fifteen rods fourteen 
links from the South side, and eleven rods seven links from the 
West side of said lot ; thence, same course, to the Northeast 
comer of Thompson's bridge.
